W restling is one of the most 
grueling of all high school sports, 
requiring determination, disci- 
pline, and stamina. The Capac 
wrestlers had all of these qualities. 

Wrestling is a sport unlike any- 
thing else you will ever see. When 
a wrestler loses his match he can’t 
blame somebody else for his mis- 
takes. This pushes them to become 
better and practice harder.
